R. L. NELSON, LONG 
A LABOR LEADER 
IN CHICAGO, DIES 


Robert L. Nelson, veteran Chicago 
labor leader, a former county commis- 
sioner, and one of the directors of the 
world’s fair of 1893, died last night at 
his home, 6212.South Fairfield avenue. 
Mr. Nelson, who was 72 years old, had 
been ill of cancer since his retirement 
last March. 

He was a native of Reck county, 
Wisconsin. In 1877 he moved to Chi- 
eago and helped to organize Local 233 
of the iron molders’ union.
